• Walter Qmntin Gresham was a soldier, 
• judge and a statesman, ewnent and 
distinguished iu these three great fields 
of human endeavor. He rose- to the 
rank of ma jor general of volunteers dur- 
ing the rebellion. He wa» for 14 years 
United States district judge for Indiana, 
and for sight years United States circuit 
judge for Illinois and held three cabinet 
portfolios, postm&tter general and secre- 
tary of the treasury under Arthur and 
secretary of state under Cleveland. 


Graham came from English stock. 


His ancestors moved to Virginia and Inter 
to Harrison county. Ind., where he was 
bom on St. Patrick's day, 1832. In 1833 
Gresbain's father was elected sheriff sad 
the next year he was murdered by a 
noted desperado whom he had gone to 
arrest. His mother was left a widow 
with five small children. Walter Q. was 
but 2 years of age when his father was 
killed. Walter grew up with but two 
or three winter's schooling until he was 
16. By dint of hard work he secured, an 
education and began the study of law 
under Judge W. A. Porter, one of the 
most noted characters of southern In- 
diana, while acting as dfiputy clerk, and 
in 1854, eatered into partnership with 
Thomas C. Slaughter, an "eminent law- 
yer of that time and afterward judge of 
the circuit court. In the lav Gresham 
gained a good reputation a*-a careful, 
painstaking lawyer. 
' 


With the first shriek of war'* alarm 


Governor Morton appointed him lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Thirty-eighth In- 
diana, and he came but a major general 
in command of ,»n army corps. 
At 


Leggett's Hill before Atlanta ha was 
struck by a sharpshooter1* bullet just 
below the knee. To the day of his death 
Greaham never recovered the full use of 
his limb. 


The war over. General Gresham re- 


turned to hi« profession, forming a law 
partnership at New Albany, Ind. 


When Postmaster General Howe died 


in April, 1883, Greaham, then hoUJiiig 
court at Evansville, wae tendered the 
cabinet position by telegraph and ac- 
cepted. 


Near the close of Arthur's term, on 


the death of Secretary Folger, he was 
appointed secretary of the treasury, a 
position he held until October, 1884. In 
1888 Judge Gresham was made ft promi- 
nent candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for the presidency at the Chicago 
convention. HIB liberal views on the 
tariff created against him the antagonism 
of the extreme protectionists at Chicago. 


Judge Gresham, with other Republic- 


ana, openly dissented from the McKin- 
ley law, and in 1892, after the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland by the Democrats, 
he, with othfci1 distinguished Republic- 
ans, renounced their allegiance to the 
Republican party and advocated Mr. 
Cleveland's election. 
After Mr. Cleve- 


land was elected, in February, 1803. be 
summoned Judire Gresham toLakewood, 
N. J., where, after consultation, he ten- 
dered him the position of premier of the 
cabinet he was forming. 
Judge Gres- 


ham assumed the duties of secretary of 
state on March 7, 1863.

The conclusions of the cour 
u announced in Justice Brewer's qpin 
ion were that the government of the 
United States was one having juristic- 
tion over every foot of «ofl and over 
every individual within the boundaries 
of the United States, and that, while ii 
was one of limited power, it had sover- 
eignty within those limitations.

probable, in view of the decision of the 
•npreme court, that EugeneV. Debs aud 
the other officers of the American Rail- 
way union not under indictments for 
violations of the antitrust and the mail 
obstruction acts, will not be called upon 
to stand trial. Under the decision^Debs 
will serve his sentence of six months in 
jail, and it is thought that the govern- 
ment will consider this a sufficiently 
aevere punishment without prosecution 
of criminal cases against him or his as- 
sociates.

established, by not pushing the further 
proceedings it will be shown that the 
government does not entertain any re- 
vengefnl or vindictive feelings against 
Mr. Debs, the American Railway union, 
or any other reputable labor organiza- 
tion.

Begin now, therefore, to prepare for the 
rise. Breed no more old or breachy or 
worthless mares. Breed only tho very 
best Produce first class horses, and yon 
will reap your reward.

The contest for the America's cup in 


the fall promises to be the most exciting 
and closely contested in the history of 
that historic trophy. During recent 
years the Britishers have scarcely suc- 
ceeded in making their numerous un- 
successful satempts at the cherished mug 
interesting. Ou no single occasion have 
they been ssble to cause us the slightest 
apprehension. 


When tlie Genesta came over here 


she wa-T iirxalded as the fastest yacht 
ever built, and yet Edward Burgess 
built tat- Puritan for General Paine, 
and she ^on away from the English 
craft without auy apparent effort. Then 
the Britishers explained why their boat 
had been beaten. She had not been 
built for the peculiar Sandy Hook 
course, etc. Next time they would show 
us. The Galatea came over, and she 
was literally made a show of by the 
Mayflower. 
The following year the 


Scotch took a hand in the <rm hunting 
with the Thistle, which Designer Wat- 
son thought was invincible. Tbe Volun- 
teer convinced him to the contrary. 
There was a lapse of several years, un- 
til the Valkyrie n came over last season, 
and although polished off i» "tliree 
straight" by the Vigilant demonstrated 
that the Englishmen had begun to build 
yachts which were dangerous. As long 
as they stuck to their absurd ax models 
we had nothing to fear, but the Val- 
kyrie n was a distinct step in the diree- 
lion of the American idea and common 
sense. 


It is now stated that the new Val-

WOMEN OF MANCHURIA. 


VuUt» Their Chlneu- Sinter* and Rul« the 


Houitt With a lto<i of Iron. 


Tho Chinese woman is round, plump, 


lull faced, flat nosed and small headed. 
The Manchurian woman is tall, broad 
shouldered, deep cheated, with an oval 
fuee, a large head, high cheek bones and a 
general expression of physical and mental 
activity. They are the mothers of the fierce 
Warriors who conquered China and still 
own it. Their life In their native land ha* 
many odd features. 
Unlike the Chinese 


women, they do not bind their feet, and 
they take an active part in the household 
management;. 
They are modest in dress, 


but, like all daughters of Eve, cannot TO- 


t a pretty jewel or a beautiful gem. 


They rule tho home with a rod of iron. 


Tliu law ui-iy make them the slave of a 


husband, but woo batiile the luekless pa- 
terfamilias who dares to carry that Jaw 
into the domestic economy. Then; bed in 
winter time 11 uxl raordlnary. Instead of 
being on a bedstead it is on top of a 
"kang," or cooking stove. This is a long 
brick bunch, 6 to 10 feet long and 5 feet 
wido and about 8 feet high. One or more 
flues run the entire length near the upper 
surface. The cooking during tho day heats 
all the bricks, and during tho night the 
heat is re-enforned by a small lire at one 
end of tho bunch, whoso liame, smoke and 


*iUHl gases arc compelled to traverse the 


length of the flue in order to escape 
through the chimney. 


Tho Mauchurian housewife spreads a 


mat over the top, and on this lies with h<-r 
husband and children covered in turn by a 
lingo coverlet stuffed with cotton, lined 
with sheepskin or made of ancient furs. 
In tho bitterest weather, something like 
that which pre\ails in Minnesota, many of 
the MauchurLms use sleeping bags. These 
arc bugs of the same size as the"kung" 
niailoof sheep or goatskin with the woolly 
sldo in. Into them at nightfall the wife 
slides in tho children, then glides in her- 
self and is in turn followed by the hmd of 
the household. Hospitable Manchus have 
been known to extend tho courtesy of tho 
(sleeping bag to European visitors, and ono 
or two young Americans are on record as 
having accepted the privilege. 


What alw ays struck me as being charac- 


teristic of the people in my study of them 
were the ornaments or instruments with 
which they defied evil spirits. In China 
the talisman, with a scrawl over it, is 
pasted iu tho doorway and jijss sticks are 
kept burning both within and without the 
house, lu Manchuria a knife is driven 
into a roof b^ain or a spear; a sword or a 
dagger may be fastened to a girder, sus- 
pended from the roof or hung upon the 
wall near the front door. The spirits are 
said to reach tho threshold, see tlie weap- 
ons, then turn and floe much tho sqme in 
tho invisible world as they woukl have 
done in actual life below.—Margherita 
Arlina Hanun in New York Mail and Kx-

tomers as a 16 candle power a light that 
the ordinary gas je(i would be an im- 
provement upon. Now, however, people 
are more critical, and they have a very 
shrewd idea as to whether they are get- 
ting as much light as they are paying 
for. 
Tf they have any douht on tho sub- 


ject, it can be easily set at rest. 


The latest method of measuring illu- 


mination is based upon the principle 
that the illumination, falling, say, ou a 
printed page, must have a definite Yiihie 
in order to, render the printed character* 
just legible, and. that the intensity of il 
lamination so required will, for a nor- 
mal eye, depend upon the size and char- 
acter of the print. A small printed tab- 
let is placed >« ft darkened lx>x and ex- 
posed to illumination from atran*i,u*r.t 
plwtw of glass or porcelain, which ro- 
Ofives directly ou ita ourfuco tho liRlit 
whoso intensity is to bo measured. The 
area of tho tntuslucent plate is then 
varied, nntiltho amount of light reoohvd 
by tho tent char-actors jnst renders them 
visible. A ocale is provided by reference 
to which the exact degree of candle ix>w 
or of the illumination is determined,—

Confederate army appeared to be badly 
demoralized, and de&erters, who arrived 
constantly in large numbers, reported 
that men from Alabama, Georgia, Flor- 
ida and the Carolines could not be ex- 
pected to have any heart in a fight 
which then seemed only for the defense 
of Virginia, while their own states were 
overrun by the armies of the Union. 
During the mouth of March more than 
3,000 deserters were received at Wash- 
ington, and great numbers were quar- 
tered at Fort Monroe, Annapolis and 
other pointa nearer the lilies, where they 
were put to work in the quartermaster's 
department or in the naval service. 


One curiosity of the times was a Con- 


federate regimental baud which had de- 
serted iu a body with its instruments 
and waa allowed to march through the 
streets of" the national capital playing 
Union airs. This was one of the oddest 
8igH8 of the final break up. People re- 
called a story, told by Hooker, that 
when the Union army scaled and occu- 
pied Lookout Mountain a rebel sentry 
on duty on the crest of one of the most 
difficult precipices saw our men pile up 
in solid masses over steeps which had 
been thought inaccessible and was so 
surprised that ho forgot to run, but 
stood with feet rooted to tho spot, 
watching the Union force climbing up, 
and streaming past him, and driving 
the enemy far to the rear, until he wan 
left alone, a statue of amazement- Re- 
covering himself at last, he threw down 
his musket, stripped off his rebel gray 
jacket, stood on them both, and looking 
far off to the sunny south stretched out 
as a map below him, said, "How are 
you. Southern Confederacy?" 


But notwithstanding such indications 


of a eullaps>o of the relK'Uimi at this very 
time many northern Union newspapers, 
led by Horace Greeley and others of Ins 
stamp, were demanding that appeals 
should bo made to the southern people 
"to stop the flow of blood and the waste 
of treasure," and that some message 
should be sent to the southerners "so 
terse that iv will siirely be circulated 
and so lucid that it cannot be miscon- 
strued or perverted," by way of an in- 
vitation to cease fighting. Curiously 
enough, thf nearer the time came for a 
final surrender the more fervid was the 
demand for negotiation and appeal from 
the unreasonable radicals in the ranks 
of northern Unionists. But all this was 
soon to end, and while, a small party 
was asking, "Wiiynot negotiate?" the 
downfall came.—Noah Brooks in Cen- 
tury. 


Food Tin C»iu. 


In a reeeut government report by Dr. 


H. W. Wiley it is stated that in Ger- 
many the law requires that the tins em- 
ployed for holding canned goods shall 
not contain more than 1 per cent of lead, 
while in this country there is no restric- 
tion whatever in regard to the character 
of the tin used, the result of this latter 
fact being the employment of cans in 
some coses containing as high as 13 per 
cent of lead. This practice prevails, not- 
withstanding the unanimity among 
physiologists as to the effect of lead salts 
upon tho human system, the continual 
ingcstion of eyen minute quantities of 
lead into the system being followed 
eventually by tine most serious conse- 
quences—painter's colic, lead palsy ai.d 
Other trying diseases well known to 
physicians being the direct effects of 
continual exposure of tho system to any 
such minute portions of lead salts. It is 
said to be possible to exclude the latter 
by requiring that the tin shall not con- 
tain more than, say, 1 '3' per cent of 
lead; also that tho solder lie as free 
from lead as possible. 


Jn Germany the solder ma<le flfio °f 'u 


sealing the caus is not allowed to con- 
tain over 10 per cent of lend, while iu 
this country, tho analysis of numerous 
samples of tho solder applied phows thi't 
it contains fnlly 50 per cent of lead, in 
addition to this being the lack of care to 
prevent such solder from coming into 
ooutuct with the contents of tho pan, 
and large surfaces of polder on the. seamu 
are often found exposed to tho action of 
the acid, contents of tho can. 


"The brand he gmokea i* unflavored, 


but he often, detects a suspicion of a 
flavor, and whenever thi* happens the 
particular weed is consigned to the 're- 
torn box,' and is ultimately exchanged 
for a new cigar at my expense. I sup- 
pose I am to blame for getting myself 
into the position. It came about in thi* 
way: He complained one day of the last 
box of cigars that he bought, saying they 
were badly rolled and did not smoke 
well He said he had thrown half of. 
them away. Well, I just gave him a nice 
box and told him that any time any 
cigars he bought were not satisfactory to 
let mo knew, and I would make it right 
The next time he came a half dozen had 
been bad, and I made an allowance ou 
his purchase. After that he adopted tbe 
plan of returning the 'bad' ones and has 
done it now for several years. 


"A cigar dealer has to be very cau- 


tious and diplomatic with some people, 
or be will either let them smoke up all 
bis profit or will drive away trade, 
which, if properly handled, is really 
worth having. There are some people 
who seem to believe that their cigar man 
is tinder lasting obligations to them for 
smoking his goods. They expect to be 
rewarded with a box of Havailaa every 
third day for buying perhaps a box in a 
month. 'Why, I introduced this cigar to 
the boys at the club,' said one of them 
to me when he thought I was close for 
not making him a present of a box of 
them. He may have done so, but the 
truth is that I don't sell enough of those 
cigars in a year to afford to give away a 
single box. 


"Then there is the fellow who is a 


regular customer—buys a cigar every 
morning perhaps. He cornea in then in 
the evening and tries to buy a |6 pipe 
for $3 and wants you to give him a ci- 
gar in the bargain. He is not a bit slow 
about asking for the cigar either. 
"I have many ladies among my cus- 


tomers. There are more ladies iu Indi- 
anapolis who smoke cigarettes than one 
would suppose. Cigarette smoking is not 
confined, as you may suppose, to the 
women of the demimonde class. I sell 
lots of them to ladies of good families. 
Oh, no. They don't come after them 
themselves, but I often know who the 
messenger boy is buying for. Most fre- 
quently they send a" servant after them, 
raid it'is not hard in tins way to identi- 
fy the smoker. Then I have another way 
by which 1 can verify my statement that 
ladies are becoming addicted to the ciga- 
rette habits I can go to a social gather- 
ing and pick out from among fifty ladies 
all who smoke. I can tell by their eyes. 
I may miss one, but will never fail to 
strike tho smoker, if she has been smok- 
ing for as long as six months to auy 
great excess. The habit gives the eyes a 
peculiar dull, glassy appearance not pro- 
duced by anything else that is at all 
general."

Tho reporter of the time of Barneses 


IX does not take note of the walking 
delegate, though strikes were numerous 
tliea among the Tlioban •workiweu. As 
laborers were paid in food, the contract- 
ors were often behind with their sup- 
plies. Ersvia writes that "it is one of 
the acknowledged characteristics 
of 


modern Egypt that payments can never 
be made without delays ; so also in old 
Egypt the same routine seems to have 
been followed out with respect to pay- 
ments m kind." To build or keep the 
tombs and monuments of the dead in 
good order must have required ft vast 
number of workmen. 


If they were not paid and were starv- 


ing, familiarity with the mortal remains 
of the gi-eat and the property stored 
away in mummy coses had made these 
workmen indifferent to the idea of there 
being any peculiar kind of sacrilege in 
committing robbery. That accounts, so 
think many authorities, why so many 
tombs have been rifled. Probably for 
that reason were built those vast masses 
of stone, with narrow passages, so as to 
guard an entrance from thieves. But 
precautions extending over thousands of 
years are impossible. If the thief of on»i 
generation was foiled, his descendant's 
were more enterprising or expert, or, 
toiaybe, curious, pearing this in Piind, 
the more remarkable ore the recent flttda 
made by M. de Morgan at Duchouar.
